But it is to that part of the proceedings wherein was touched 
the question of our merchant marine thatavé would call attention. 
for the informing idea of what was said applies to the whole 
country. We have before this pointed out that our deep-sea 
merchant marine has been allowed to dwindle, until it is of con- 
temptible proportions when compared with that of foreign powers. 
This is not a normal condition, vet it is one that will continue until 
we make up our minds to take some real step to mend it. The 
whole subject was very carefully considered so far as facts and 
figures go by Congress, and the results were embodied in a report 
and minutes published by the government in 1905. 

As a feature necessarily inherent in the testimony there 
constantly recur the opposing theories of free trade in ship material 
and subsidy. These theories crystalize themselves in the majority 
and minority reports and are the respective views of the constituents 
of the senators and representatives. But there must be one or the 
other; we must have free registry or free materials or both, or we 
must have a subsidy that shall be substantial enough to encourage 
shipowners to build more ships and increase American tonnage. — In 
the meantime, while the advocates of the respective means are 
wrangling in words and in print, the foreigner very sensibly is 
building ships. We do not in this article purpose to take sides for 
subsidies or against, but it is only proper to point out to our readers 
that in France, a country with a high tariff, there is paid by govern- 
ment on merchant shipping a subsidy of $9.28 per ton, and by 
Japan, another protected country, a subsidy of $7.40 per ton, while 
in England, with its vast established shipping and system of free 
trade, the subsidy for like shipping is but 72 cents per ton. 

Again, we call to our readers’ attention the fact that, the 
Panama canal approaches measurably a time when we can talk of 
its completion. It is being made for the passage of merchant ships. 
lf we have none worth mentioning, the conclusion must be that we 
built this canal at no Iittle cost and a rearrangement of our 
diplomacy with the benevolent intention of affording foreign ship- 
owners a means to continue their profitable practise of making money 
at our expense. - When we can drop our somewhat parochial interests 
and take national views we shall have torged a weapon that can be 
used against foreign interests that with callous and cynical corruption 
for vears have exploited us to our detriment at home and abroad. 


More than 300 steel w arships representing a money value of 
$600,000,000 and manned .by 80,000 men are participating in the 
mmaneuvers of the British navy, now being held off the coast of 
Ikngland. Since it will require nearly 6,000,000 meals to feed the 
men during the twenty-four days the sham war is to continue, the 
cooks, at least, will think the whole affair a pretty good imitation of 
a real naval war.

The commission, in their decision, very 
properly say that “it must be taken as fundamental that the field of 
service sought by both petitioners is the territory of the common- 
wealth and not preempted by any railroad control.” It is possible 
that the New Haven corporation may have overlooked that fact, 
and the decision is a useful reminder of what the corporation may 
have forgotten. 

As our civilization develops there is a growing tendency to 
form monopolies, the wide field, enormous resources and sharpened 
experience of the age undoubtedly forming a strong temptation to 
such activity. Were this phenomenon alone to be seen it would and 
does constitute a menace to the-state. But opposed to it, we sce 
a growing tendency on the part of the people to restrict or prevent 
monopoly and to be more and imore alert against its inception. 
There 1s entire reason on the side of the people. and though it is 
not always used as wisely as it might be, nevertheless it forms the 
only protection that the community has against the unrestrained 
commercial ambitions that left to themselves would treat the state 
as their property. It is not wholesome for any one to conceive that 
the performance of a duty to the general public is in any wise a favor, 
Nor is it altogether good tor the officers of a railroad if they come 
to think that they can grant to or withhold from the public that 
public's rights.

There are alarmists in newspaper offices and ~————"— 
in foreign departments, and careful as is the diplomacy of the 
German government, we must remember that it has what America 
has not, a press that is virtually inspired from official sources. The 
gentlemen that are connected with the press are not government 
officials, but in some cases are professors or doctors of laws, whose 
racial excitability in many cases is not tempered by that knowledge 
of practical affairs which men of the world often find so useful. 
On the other hand, should there exist in the press department of 
the German’ foreign office such a division of sentiment among its 
permanent staff on the subject of the American attitude towards 
South America as may impel these gentlemen to express a con- 
trariety of opinions in or through the press, we can only commiserate 
the German foreign minister. [t is always better to have zeal 
directed in one direction at a time. 

When the German Emperor addressed President Madriz as 
“Great and good friend” he but employed a form of greeting that 
for many years has been established in diplomatic usage, quite as 
much as the conventional forms of politeness in letter-writing that 
we as citizens use toward one another. Jetween sovereigns, the 
address in letters is quite as well established but different in form, 
for it would be manifestly improper for the head of a monarchy to 
address the president of a republic as “brother,” and would not be 
expected.

CERTAIN persons in New York cits 
ists, contractors, promoters and others 
said to have entered on a plan tor the 
acquisition of a chain of banks, to be used 
for the for their convenience in financing building 
enterprises and carrying on speculat ive 
Comptroller schemes. The plan alleged in this instance 
is the same that has been put mito Operation 
by reckless persons in the past, and with 
disastrous results. It 1s quite simple. The 
movers init buy a bank and, having assumed control, buy a second 
bank with the funds of the first. and follow this course until the 
are In possession of several institutions. They then deposit the 
funds of these banks in a New York concern which is friendly to 
their purposes. 


Then they go into enterprises which, of course, are 
intended to be, and give great promise of being, profitable. The 
trouble is that such schemes never work out satisfactorily, and that 
they often lead to the ruin not only of their promoters but of inno- 
cent depositors in the small banks who have no knowledge whatever 
of the use to which the high financiers are putting their money. 

Of course, it remains with the comptroller of the currency, 
through his examiners, to detect illegitimate transactions of this 
character in their incipiency and to prevent their consummation 
where the banks are national, and tor the state othcers to take action 
where the banks come under state jurisdiction. In the present case 
it is said that the banks in the chain are national, and it 1s added that 
the comptroller is alert to the situation and determined to proceed 
against them on the first appearance of illegality in their methods. 
"The matter is important because it is illustrative of the revival 
of the reckless speculative tendency that received a check in the 
Morse and other prosecutions following the recent CN POsure of ir- 
regularities in banking methods in New York, Clicago and other 
parts of the country. The summary closing of banks that may be 
{litts manipulated would, we are certain, meet with the hearty 
approval of all friends of a sound and sane banking svstem. The 
stnaller banks should not only be protected trom the schemes of the 
high financier, but by the closest possible imspection and the most 
stringent enforcement of the law they should be placed beyond the 
reach of suspicion,
